Arrangement of Entries 

Non-fiction books are classified according to the Dewey 
Decimal Classification, 9th abridged edition. Numbers 
given are suggested numbers only. Librarians may wish 
to make certain changes to be consistent with the num- 
bers being used in their own libraries. 


Fiction books are arranged alphabetically by the sur- 
name of the author. 


Picture books and easy reading books are arranged 
alphabetically by the surname of the author. 


Form of Entry 


1. Author: Each book is listed in its section by author 
or editor, or by title where there is no known author. 


2. Title: The title appears in upper case following the 
author’s name. 


3. Publishers: The original publisher of each title is 
listed. It is recommended that a check be made with 
the latest issue of Canadian Publishers’ Directory pub- 
lished by Quill and Quire, 443 Mount Pleasant Road, 
Toronto 7, Ontario to obtain the name of the Canadian 
agent for the book. 


If the Canadian agent does not have the rights for a 
book the agent who can supply the book is given in 
parentheses after the name of the original publisher. 


4. Date: The date given is the latest copyright date. 


5. Price: Prices are approximate at the time of prepa- 
ration. The trade price is listed first. When a book is 
also available in library binding this price follows the 
trade price. 


e.g. $3.95 (LB $3.69) 


6. Reading Level: Approximate reading levels appear 
in parentheses in the right hand margin, e.g. (4-6). This 
indicates that a child of average ability in his fourth 
year in school will be able to read the book but that the 
interest level goes up to the sixth year of school. 


Indexes 

The books are listed alphabetically in two indexes — an 
AUTHOR INDEX and a TITLE INDEX. The words 
A, AN, and THE are omitted from the beginning of a 
title. The location symbol refers to the classification 
arrangement and not to the page number.
